1. The administration of the Fund, which was previously vested in the Irish Church 
Temporalities Commissioner?, was transferred to the Land Commission in 1881. 


Receipts. 

2. The receipts for the year amounted to 727,07 91. 16s. lid., including the balance of 
157,003/. 15s. 8d. brought forward from the previous year. After providing for the 
payment of the various oharges detailed in the Account, balances of 122,680/. 18s. Cash 
and 42,035/. 9s. 8 d. Guaranteed Land Stock remained on hand at the 31st March 1901.’ 


Expenditure. 

3. The outstanding balance of 765/. 17s. Id. due by the Belmullet Union under 
Section 3 (2) of the Seed Supply Act, 1890, to the Board of Works, and to which 
reference was made in paragraph 2 of the Report on the Account for last year, lias been 
remitted by Section 4 ^2) of the Public Works Loans Act, 1901 (1 Edw. 7. c. 35). 

Interest still continues to be paid out of the Church Fund to the Board of Works on 
certain outstanding loans made under the provisions of the Seed Supply Acts, 1895 and 
1898, although in the case of the former Act the loans should have been repaid at the 
1st August 1899, and in the latter at 1st September 1900. 

Capital Liabilities in respect of Advances, 8fc, ( page 20). 

4. The capital liabilities of the Irish Church Fund have, in the year to 31st March 
1901, been reduced from 6,273,589/. 15s. 1 d. to 6,021,500/. These figures are exclusive 
of the annuities of 20,000/. payable to the Royal University of Ireland, and of 70,000/. 
payable to the Department of Agriculture. 

The balance of 252,089/. 15s. It/., which remained outstanding on the 3 1st March 1900 
on account of the 9,000,0007. borrowed from the National Debt Commissioners under the 
provisions of the Irish Church Act, 1869, has been paid off within the year, and the Loan 
Account closed. 


Relief of Distress ( Ireland !) Acts, 1880 ( page 20). 

5. The balance outstanding on the 31st March 1901, on account of advances made to 
the Commissioners of Public Works under the Relief of Distress (Ireland) Acts, 1880 
(43 Viet. c. 4, and 43 & 44 Viet. c. 14), was 455,251/. Os. 1 Id., of which 5,903/. 13s. is stated 
to be regarded as irrecoverable. The arrears uncollected on these Loans are alluded to 
in paragraph 5 of my Report on the Appropriation Account of the Vote for the Public 
Works Office, Ireland (Class II., Vote 38), 1903-1.
